Green" Bay—W)—Organization of 


the "brain power" of the nation was 
urged by Gov. Phil LaFollette as a 
method of combatting the business 
depression in a speech here last night 
before the Wisconsin County Boards 
association. 


The depression, he said, could not 


be cast off Tightly with words 
but 


merited the cooperation of the best 
minds to attain a solution. 


"In 4.917 only a few men in Amer- 
ica Tcnew anything of military life," 
he eaid. "Yet a few able minds took 
three or four million civilians 
and 


turned them into one of the finest 
fighting machines 
the world 
has 


ever seen. If America could do that 
to ^destroy life, why can't it utilize 
that brain power to save lives and 
homes in times like these?" 
"J believe ,that out 
of this de- 


pression will arise opportunities for 
the greatest advancement at least 
tor a generation," the governor said. 
"We have lived in a highly special- 
ized age in which each man has been 
interested only in .his special sphere 
and -has not studied the entire social 
picture or economic structure of the 
nation. 


"One thing that certainly 
must 


come out of present conditions is a 
recognition T>f the interdependence of 
each-group of ^workers upon the sue-' 
cess and .well-being of other groups. 
It has made us realize that-any diffi- 
culty experienced by one group 
is 


felt as well by the others. We are all 
in -the -same ship, and it is a won- 
dertul realization, the first step nec- 
essary to rectify conditions as they 
now *xist."

, Follette's address was devoted to 
outlining his administration's Jinan* 
cial program, .stressing the adoption 
of the policy of levying taxes accord- 
ing to the ability of citizens to pay. 
Such a policy, -he said, tended to low- 
er real estate and farm property tax- 
es, increasing to some extent, taxes- 
QJI incomes.

In the history of 80 local dynasties 
of one year duration each, an Irish- 
man deposed a native king and was 
crowned with all due ceremonies in 
his stead, according to Thomas 
Rohan of this village after the coro- 
nation had taken place at noon Wed- 
nesday on the grounds of the St. 
Francis society. 


The dethroned king not only pre- 


sented his crown to his successor, 
but also his badges, medals, regalia 
and scepter. The new king is Ed- 
ward Powers, and the king he forced 
from his throne in a trial of skill 
is Len. Wilhems. 


The contest was the annual Schut

plains of an. 'Intense, feeling of

warmth is probably due to dilation 
of the surface blood vessels, for dur- 
ing- the administration of the dose 
there is'a drop of from 10 to 40 milli- 
meters in .the', :blood. pressure 'and 
elevation of: from one to - three de- 
grees in the /surface or skin tem- 
perature.

tween the behavior.of lead and'that 
of calcium (lime) -in the body. 


-In the treatment of lead poisoning 


it has1 been found by. many physi- 
cians that a high .calcium diet (lots 
of milk-and cheese, beans, peas, car- 
rots,- oranges, turnips, cabbage,;, let- 
tuce, peanuts and .other nuts, etc.) 
brings relief, because - such a diet 
favors storage of calcium (lime) in 
the bones, and along with it the 
lead. "When the severe symptoms are 
thus relieved, then if it seems desir- 
able, a low calcium diet 
(largely 


meat 
and 
fish, • sugars, 
starchy 


foods) and suitable medicines will aid 
the elimination or excretion. of the 
lead from the body.

But the relief to colic is so prompt 
that this explanation can scarcely 
suffice, even in lead colic. It is no 
explanation at all for the relief of 
gallstone or renal colic. These Bos- 
ton investigators conclude that the 
anti-spasmodic action of the calcium 
chloride'accounts for-the marked re- 
lief of colic. They found that in. some 
cases of severe lead colic the pain, 
was relieved even before" the injec- 
tion into the vein was. completed. 
They suggest that during the hours 
of such relief is an excellent time, to 
administer large doses of magnesium 
sulphate (Epsom.salts) to help elimi- 
nate the lead. 


In two instances of lead poisoning

colic, not pain from inflammation.

Energy. 
Please explain what you mean 


when you say there Is no such thing 
as nerve energy, brain power or ex- 
haustion of either. What kind of en- 
ergy is It that stimulates the func- 
tions of the body? (A. S.) 
Answer* — Energy doesn't stimu- 


late functions. It is expended or used 
by the functioning of some organs. 
The heart beat uses energy, for ex- 
ample. The functioning of the brain 
or of other parts of the nervous 
system uses little or no energy, so 
far as scientific measurements show. 
There is no evidence that a nerve 
can become exhausted from convey 
ing motor or sensory Impulses. The

ful. "Usually such- terms are used to 
excuse misconduct or other fault or 
shortcoming.

RIOT AGAINST 
NEW TAXATION 


Policeman Killed — Demon- 


strations Occur in Four 


Cities in Germany 


Berlin — OP) — Communist violence 


against the new emergency taxation 
decree* in four widely-separated ci- 
ties gave Chancellor Heinrich Bruen- 
Ing food for thought today. 


The most serious disturbance oc- 


curred In Mannheim last night -when 
radicals resented authorities' efforts 
to break up their mass 
meeting 


Throwing up a barricade In the 
streets, they fired on police and fire- 
men and stood them off until the ar- 
rival of reenforcements. 


Pavements were torn up, street 


lights -were smashed and thorough- 
fares were darkened befoie the bat- 
tle was over. Traffic was disrupted 
and merchants closed their shops 
Many arrests were made but no one 
waa known to have been Injured. 


A policeman was killed at Kassel 


by shots fired from the dark 
as 


authorities 
were 
attempting 
to 


break up a Communist demonstra- 
tion. The officers also were bom- 
bared with beer mugs, flower pots 
and stones from nearby houses. Af- 
ter order had been restored the chief 
of police placed a ban on public 
manifestations.

evening in dispersing red groups 
which marched through the streets 
shouting "down with Bruenmg " Ar- 
rests were made in both cities.

Washington —OP)— Th« heart, 


lungs and other vital organ* have 
been kept "alive" as long a* 12 
hours after being removed from an 
animal at the Georgetown univer- 
sity medical school. 


Dr. J. Markowitzz, professor of 


physiology, is performing a> series 
of these experiments in an effort 
to discover how drugs affect the 
vital organs when body tissues are 
not present to complicate matters. 


It is difficult to study the effects 


of drugs on the organs alone In a 
living animal, because the muscles 
and other body tissues affect the 
organs' reaction, he says. 


Dr. Markowitzz has found a. way 
o study how drugs affect the or- 
gans when 
body tissues 
are not 


present. He removes the 
heart, 


lungs and other vital ^organs from 
an animal as a complete unit. They 
are placed in a. glass case, heated 
warmer than the animal's body tern- 
perature.

Conjectures

Eugene Chen's sudden appearance 


In Canton and the announcement of 
his appoitment as minister for for- 
eign affairs in the new government 
set up there by revolutionists op- 
posing the Nanking regime in China, 
have given rise to much speculation 
as to what course the southern 
movement will follow. 


China does not feel natural with- 


out a southern movement. Canton 
is the great 
culture 
ground for 


revolutionary movements. 


"With the precedent set by Sun 


Yat-Sen and 
the literary skill of 


Eugene Chen at its disposal, the 


" newest revolutionary' government is 


expected to try ;the same 
tactics 


•which were so successful in 1926-28, 
resulting in the establishment of the 
present regime in Nanking. 


In that movement .a group organ- 


ized at Canton, with the aid of Boro- 
din and other Russian Soviet lead- 
ers, stubbornly fought its way across 
country to Hankow, where it upset 
the authority of the Peking govern- 
ment, seized the 
Hankow 
British 


iconcession and moved triumphantly 
down the Yangtse. 
'Eugene Chen was the minister of 


foreign affairs when the southern- 
ers, with their Russian allies, took 
over the Hankow concession. That 
was the greatest achievement of 
Eugene Chen's life. It was the first 
time in recent history that a Chinese 
official had been able to take back' 
by force territory which was actual- 
ly an the iands of a major foreign 
.power. 
- But Eugene Chen and his asso- 
ciates were too strong to suit mem- 


' bers o" the Kuomintang, who ob- 


jected to the powerful position Rus- 
sians •were taking in the movement 
along the Tangtse. 


The nationalists were split in two 


sections. Chen belonged to the Wu- 
han faction, which was defeated by 
the faction at Nanking. 
So in the 


very flush of his triumph Chen was 
forced out of office and compelled 
"to leave China. 


With. Madame Sun 
Yat-Sen 
he 


•went to Moscow and since 1927 lived 
in'various parts of Europe until his 
return, to the foreign 
section- in 


Shanghai a Jew months ago. 


Chen probably is the best known 


Chinese .journalist. 


He was b'orn in Trinidad of Chl- 


"riese parents 53 years ago. He was 
admitted to the bar in England and 
•practiced law a number of years in 
'the West Indies. In 1912 he went 
to China and. became legal adviser 
to the ministry of communications. 


Two years later he became editor 


of tlie Peking Gazette and instantly 
attracted attention by his attacks 
upon Japanese negotiations. He was 
Imprisoned in Peking and when re- 
leased went to Shanghai in 1917 and 
became associated with Sun Tat-Sen 
and other southern leaders. 


. 
He went to the United States in 


1917 as a member of a military mis- 
sion ' representing 
the ' southern 


movement. He also attended the Ver- 
sailles conference as a member of 
a delegation 
from the 
southern 


movement. 


He later established another pa- 


per in Peking and again was im- 
prisoned. Upon his release he joined 
the nationalist 
government then 


established at Canton and worked 
with it from then until his banish- 
ment in 1927. 


Chen's marvelous command of Ox- 


Cord English and the intemperance 
with which he uses it have brought 
him into international prominence.

Like Sun Yat-Sen, Eugene Chen 


always has waged a war against 
militarism and military leaders. At 
least h* has waged such a war when 
that seemed good policy, but formed 
alliances with various military fac- 
tions when that seemed expedient 
for the advancement of the Southern 
movement. 


General Chiang Kai-Shek, chair- 


man of the nationalist government 
at Nanking against which the Can- 
ton movement now Is directing its 
attacks, also is' an expert 
propa- 


gandist. 


Through the combination of mili- 


tary skill and astute use of propa- 
ganda which won over t:.e masses, 
he was able to lead the nationalist 
troops from Canton northward to 
capture Hankow. 


General Chiang Kai-Shek studied 


military science in Japan for four 
years. 
He and the faction which 


supported him in.the split of the na- 
tionalist party 
were strongly op- 


posed to cooperation with the com- 
munists under the 
leadership of 


Borodin. 


For a time Chiang Kai-Shek re- 


tired from the nationalist govern- 
ment, but he was soon called back 
into command and the communist al- 
liance •was broken.

ficient as the Danish bacon-factories, 
arid a dozen more' national, or re- 
gional cooperatives to compare' fa- 
vorably with our own best examples 
in the field," Mr. Hibbard says. 


"The opportunity is open to the 


Federal Farm board. 'It is offered 
the job' half done already, with ex- 
amples little short of the ideal from 
which to pattern. 
The' board has 


ample funds at .command, with a 
friendly, even an. enthusiastic, sup- 
port of the majority 
of Interested 


farmers, and with the federal gov- 


ernment 'giving powerful support 
morally aa well as Unanclally." 


"With all these a* stock In trade, 


the Federal Farm board enters the 
field with the best opportunity to 
give,to the farmers of America the 
most effective system of marketing 
which favorablo circumstances. In- 
eluding money and enthusiasm, can 
afford," 


Professor' Hibbard 
credits 
the 


Grange movement with the 
"first 


widespread development of coopera- 
tive undertakings." He praises the 
work of the Farmers Alliance in or- 
ganizing the elevators and stores 
into a cooperative, and the American 
Society of Equity and the Farmers 
Union for organizing these groups. 


"The- cooperative movement has 


worked Ita way through the 
diffi- 


culties attendant upon the develop- 
ment of a new type of marketing
